German-Americans 
Denounce Hitler

NEW YORK.—German-American 
leaders joined this week in de- 
nouncing Reich persecution of Jews 
in a broadcast over Station WNYC. 
Speakers were Victor Ridder, pub- 
lisher of the New Yorker Staats- 
Zeitung und Herold; and Special 
Sessions Justice Gustav M. M. 
Wieboldt. Ridder, in an address at 
the West Side Institutional Syna- 
zogue, appealed to Americans, par- 
ticularly Jews and German-Amer- 
icans, to prevent the spread of 
racial prejudice and animosity in 
the United States. Drawing a dis- 
tinction between the German peo- 
ple and the rulers of the Third 
Reich, he declared that outside of 
“a few fanatical Bund members” 
German-Americans opposed race 
hatred and were shocked at events 
in Germany. 

The New York Times, comment- 
ing editorially on Mr. Ridder’s ad- 
dress, said that “we must not per- 
mit events in Europe to stir up an- 
tagonisms among Americans.” The 
editorial said that American pub- 
lic opinion repudiated Nazism, but 
not German culture of German- 
speaking people. “We are com- 
batting a set of hateful ideas, not 
a race,” it declared.

Nations To Admit 
Jewish Children

LONDON. — Viscount Samuel 
heads a world movement for the 
care of children from Germany. Es- 
tablishment of the movement fol- 
lows the Government’s decision to 
admit numbers of children to Eng- 
land provided their maintenance is 
guaranteed. Undersecretary Geof- 
frey Lloyd of the Home Office an- 
nounced in the House of Commons 
that an agreement for large-scale 
immigration of children had been 
reached. : 

The first camp for 600 refugee 
children from Germany will be 
opened this week on the 
east coast of England. The 
children will be housed there un- 
til arrangements for placing them 
in private homes and for their ed- 
ucation have been completed. The 
British committee of the world 
movement for the care of children 
from Germany, now in formation, 
will appeal to the public for homes 
for 5,000 German-Jewish children 
who will be brought to England 
with the permission of the Govern- 
ment under the proviso that their 
maintenance be guaranteed and 
that they will not settle here af- 
ter reaching the age of 17. Church 
groups and prominent Christians 
are participating in the move 
ment.

Paper Says 12 Murdered

LONDON.— The News-Chroni- 
cle said it had learned “from 
sources the veracity of which it 
is impossible to doubt” that 12 
Jews had been killed while 
“running the gauntlet” in a Nazi 
concentration camp. A total of 
62 Jews including two rabbis, 
well-to-do landlords, engineers 
and businessmen were _ forced 
through two long lines of Hitler 
elite guards, the newspaper said, 
and after it was over 12 of them 
were dead, the others were all 
unconscious “the eyes of some 
had been knocked out. Their 
faces flattened and shapeless.” 
The newspaper said editorially 
that the Nazi Jew-baiters, “by 
this measure alone,” stand con- 
victed not merely of arson and 
destruction but of “disgusting 
butchery.”

De- 
spite the fact that three Berlin syn- 
agogues remain virtually intact af- 
ter the synagogue-burning cam- 
paign of two weeks ago, the Gest- 
apo officially forbade services in 
them last week-end. The Propa- 
ganda Ministry denied that the 
German Government intended to iIn- 
terfere in Jewish religious life. 

The Reich propaganda machine 
is trying hard to prove that the 
German Jews are free to follow 
their own cultural bend. One-third 
of the single-sheet Jewish news 
page issued as the sole Jewish pa- 
per for German Jewry is devoted 
to activities of the Jewish Culture 
League, urging Jews to do their 
“duty” and attend the performan- 
ces. Under orders of the Propa- 
ganda Ministry the Jewish Culture 
League reopened its Berlin theatre 
with a performance of “Rain and 
Wind — A Merry Play in Six 
Scenes.”

Brith in Warsaw were sealed by 
the police and the Jewish fratern- 
al order was ordered dissolved 
throughout Poland on the ground 
that it was “of a Masonic charac- 
ter.’ Property of B’nai_ B'rith 
throughout Poland was confiscated. 
The Warsaw, Lwow, Kattowice and 
Poznan lodges had property of in- 
significant value, but that of the 
Krakow lodge is valued at $10,000. 

One Jewish student was killed 
and three others wounded in an at- 
tack by an unidentified band on 
the campus of Lwow University. 
Karol Zellmeier, 24, son of a Zion- 
ist leader, died of stab wounds. 
His three companions were taken 
* to a hospital in a serious condition. 
All were students at the univer- 
sity’s School of Pharmacy. 

A week-long press and radio cam- 
paign to stimulate large-scale Jew- 
ish emigration from Poland was 
climaxed by inspired editorials in 
all Government newspapers hint- 
ing that Poland might emulate Ger- 
man methods of calling interna- 
tional attention to her emigration 
problem if other means failed. 

Meanwhile, an expedition to Af- 
rica to study colonization possibil- 
ities, like that sent to Madagascar 
two years ago, was announced by 
War Minister Kasprzycki, presi- 
dent of the Polish Explorers’ Soci- 
ety in an interview with Gazeta 
Polska. The expedition, General 
Kasprzycki said, will be headed by 
Prof. Edward Leth of Warsaw Uni- 
versity and will carry on its ex- 
ploration chiefly in Uganda and 
Kenya. 





Ickes Tells Papers 
Alaska Considered

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
Interior Harold L. Ickes said at his 
press conference he was consider- 
ing the possibility that Alaska 
might be opened to Jewish refu- 
gees. He made it clear that the 
idea had not yet reached the stage 
of being a plan—he had not even 
decided yet to recommend it to 
President Roosevelt—but declared 
further development of the Matan- 
uska Valley might eventually open 
opportunities in industrial and pro- 
fessional fields now closed to the 
Jews in Germany. 





Freedom Of The Press 


J. N. F. Has Land For 100,000 
Refugees Immediately 
To The Editor, 

The Jewish National Fund, which 
is the Zionist land-purchasing agen- 
cy, is prepared to place at the dis- 
posal of Jewish refugees from Ger- 
many sufficient land in Palestine 
for immediate settlement of 25,000 
families. 

Such a measure for salvaging the 
first 100,000 victims of Nazism 
would not require new legislation 
or new international agreements. 
It would merely mean the exten- 
sion of present facilities in the Jew- 
ish Homeland, and comes directly 
under the purview of the Balfour 
Declaration. With the government- 
al aid of England and with the good 
will of the United States, the Jews 
of the world should undertake to 
raise a substantial share of the 
funds required. 

The refugee problem with which 
the democratic governments are 
now concerned is of such immedi- 
ate urgency to the victims of the 
Nazi regime in Germany that long- 
range plans suggested by various 
governments are inadequate in face 
of the emergency confronting hun- 
dreds of thousands of human be- 
ings. World Jewry is of course 
deeply grateful for the humanitar- 
ian attitude of the United States 
and England in this hour of Jewish 
need; and we hope that something 
worthwhile will eventuate. We 
cannot however regard the schemes 
which may be proposed by Great 
Britain for Jewish colonization in 
Africa as a practicable, immedi- 
ate solution for the desperately ur- 
gent present problem. The British 
Government, as one of the success- 
ful colonizers of the world, surely 
knows that the transplanting of 
great masses of people cannot be 
accomplished overnight, and that 
huge financial resources are re- 
quired to prepare virgin territo- 
ries in Africa. 

No one, however, can deny the 
successful coJonization achieved by 
the Jews of the world in Palestine. 
There the Jews have demonstrat- 
ed their ability and willingness to 
overcome the greatest obstacles in 
order to build a homeland of*their 
own. With a socially progressive 
Jewish population of 450,000 in Pal- 
estine, that land is ready to receive 
large numbers of refugees immedi- 
ately. 

From a strictly realistic point of 
view, even leaving out of consider- 
ation the legal and political guar- 
antees which Palestine enjoys as 
a haven of refuge for the Jews, the

PHILADELPHIA. — Answering 
widely circulated, anonymous 
charges that Benjamin Franklin 
was an anti-Semite, Mikveh Israel 
Synagogue, oldest in Philadelphia 
and second oldest in the United 
States, made public here its 150- 
year-old subscription list, which 
contains Franklin’s signature and 
his contribution toward building 
Mikveh Israel. Following his sig- 
nature, Franklin wrote, “5 pounds. 
Paper, paid.” 

Dr. Abraham Neumann, rabbi of 
Mikveh Israel, made the list pub- 
lic at the request of Franklin 
Bache, a direct descendant of the 
revolutionary statesman, who lives 
near here. 

In obtaining photographic cop- 
ies of the 1788 subscription list, 
Bache said, ‘“‘Not only did Frank- 
lin subscribe 5 pounds to make the 
building of a synagogue possible, 
but he also signed a petition ask- 
ing contributions from citizens of 
every denomination. 

“In the past few weeks I have 
been receiving dozens of letters 
and post cards — anonymous, of 
course — declaring in violent lan- 
guage that Franklih was anti-Se- 
mitic, and citing this mythical 
Pinckney journal (alleged to con- 
tain references to an anti-Semitic 
address delivered by Franklin at 
the Constitutional Convention) as 
proof. I don’t know what the pur- 
pose of these letters is, except to 
stir up religious hatred. 

“Franklin would have been the 
first to protest this underhanded 
business. It is in his name that I 
now renounce the disseminators of 
this anti-Semitic propaganda.”

The Editors’ Chair, 

I tuned in on the last bitter de- 
nunciations of Father ‘Coughlin 
last Sunday. His hissing insinua- 
tions and sickening lies made me 
weak for a moment. To think that 
with all the heart-rending persecu- 
tions in Europe, Jews should have 
to contend with such a venomous 
evil-doer in our own United States. 

Father Coughlin sneered in his 
strong nasal mouthings that Jews 
had not condemned Communism. 
Could it be that Father Coughlin 
was actually misinformed, that he 
actually believed that Jews could 
possibly be communists, as he so 
freely charged. No, it couldn’t be. 
The Detroit News of Saturday, the 
day previous to Coughlin’s latest 
hate-fomenting, reports that Philip 
Slomovitz, the redoubtable editor 
of The Detroit Jewish Chronicle 
had presented Coughlin on August 
30 with the anti-Communist state- 
ments of the B'nai B'rith issued 
May 11, those of the American and 
World Jewish Congress of June and 
August, and that of the American 
Jewish Committee of Sept. 25, 1936. 
So Coughlin is deliberately dis- 
reprinted in 
his “Social Justice’ the Elder of 
the Protocols of Zions, which has 
been as Coughlin well knows, prov- 
en a forgery. It must be admitted 
that Father Coughlin is a proven 
anti-Semite, seeking to harm me 





for some reason which has not 
been revealed. 
As I caught my breath again 


Sunday after feeling the walls 
close about me, I thought of my 
many Catholic friends, and it oc- 
curred to me what have I done, I 
a Jew, that Coughlin should want 
to see me hated and excommuni- 
cated from a society in which Jews 
have as much a right as Catho- 
lics. I also remembered Judge 
Rutherford and his Golden Rule 
organization, claiming 2,000,000 
members, and with a sworn hatred 
of Catholics. I remembered the 
editorial I wrote answering this 
anti-Catholic hate-monger, and then 
the representative of the Golden 
Rule who came into my Office, 
with a veiled threat for me to de- 
sist from defending the Catholics. 
the terrible 
Wrongs Catholics committed dur- 
ifig the Middle Ages against the 


J@ws, wrongs which no Jew today 


holds against the Catholic Church. 
These thoughts broke into my 


brooding. And I thought Father 
Coughlin will speak again next 
Sunday. I was worried. I wanted 


to do something. What, I did not 
know. I called the rabbi; he was 
not home. I called a B’nai Brrith 
leader; he.was in Lafayette at the 
Indiana-Kentucky State Associa- 
tion executive meeting. 

Many means of combatting Fath- 
er Coughlin have struck me. State- 
ments by the American Jewish 
Committee; a radio talk immedi- 
ately following Father Coughlin by 
a rabbi, or by a Christian friend 
of the Jews. They all have their 
weak points. But do something, 
we must. It is false and dangerous 
to place our faith in that vast, un- 
known quantity, the good judg-

In The End, It Is To Palestine We Turn 


F a sudden, world enthusiasm envisages new 
homelands for Jews, possibilities for 


emigration in the tens and hundreds of thousands 
are held up to the Jews and to the world at 
large, and Jews everywhere begin to see a ray 
of light, of hope, in the excited concern of the 
non-Jewish world over emigration for an ameli- 
oration of the plight of the persecuted Jews of 
Europe. 

Then just as suddenly, and with a shattering 
disillusionment, the details of the prospective 
new havens present themselves. Tanganyika is 
infested with a fatal insect, neither 
wants nor can absorb large numbers of Jews 
and the major problem of getting out of the Ger- 
man hell has not even begun to be solved. 

And so it is. We return to Paelstine. The 
one haven, the homeland where Jews have al-

Rabbi Abraham Feldman, Editor, Says Cough- 
lin Has Sold His Soul To The Devil, in The Jew- 
ish Ledger, of Hartford, Conn.—Father Coughlin 
is at it again. In his broadcast last Sunday he 
wept crocodile tears for the persecutions in the 
world, and in the same breath he proceeded to 
make some of his habitual attacks, anti-Semitic, 
zontemptible, utterly irreligious, on the Jew. We 
say “irreligious’” advisedly, for we refuse to be- 
lieve that Father Coughlin does not know that 
he was guilty of breaking the ninth Command- 
ment, “Thou shalt not bear false witness against 
thy neighbor.” 

In a recent issue of the “New Republic” 
George Seldes had an article which was headed, 
“Rather Coughlin — Anti-Semite.” It seems as 
though Father Coughlin was not satisfied with 
the evidence given in the “New Republic” article; 
and so in his broadcast last Sunday he proceeded 
to give indisputable proof. This time he picks on 
journalism, radio, and finance, as being the par- 
ticular fields in which the Jew dominates, and 
then he proceeds to repeat the oft-disproven 
statements about the Jews in Communism. And 
he concluded with an appeal, again one that is 
hard to characterize and also one which certain- 
ly is degrading to the cloth and collar that he 
wears, calling upon “Jews in high places” to at- 
tack Communism, etc., etc. 

It appears that immediately following his 
broadcast, which in New York came over radio 
station WMCA, an announcement was made by 
the station charging that “unfortunately Father 
Coughlin has uttered certain mistakes of fact.” 
That, of course, is putting it very charitably 
because it is very evident by now that Father 
Coughlin chooses to believe the “facts” which 
he peddles around. 

It is hard to characterize Father Coughlin’s at- 
titude and performance. He wears the collar of 
a sacred office and of a great institution. He has 
been consecrated to teaching the truth. It is 
hard to believe that there was any holiness or 
any reverence or any religion displayed when 
Father Coughlin, wearing the collar of his office, 
made the statements which he is quoted as hav- 
ing made.... 

We showed his statements to several Catholics, 
They hung their headsinshame and pleaded that 
we indict not the Catholic Church for the vul- 
garity and dishonesty of one man who avowedly 
does not speak for his church or even for the 
American group within that church. They in- 
sisted that he is a disgrace to his office, and that 
it ill becomes a man of his temper to preach 
to others about honor and virtue, truth and faith. 

It is too bad, that a man of his abilities should 
have sold his soul to the Devil and engage in 
this diabolical procedure.

The refuges 
for Jews are the lands in which they have lived 
and created and served and died for centuries 
and millenia. We raise our voice today against 
every proposal and program which deals with 
Jewish migrants or exiles as if they were to be 
further penalized by being settled in uninhabited 


ready displayed an ability to develop the barren 
land into a countryside flowing with milk and 
honey and able to sustain hundreds of thousands 
of Jews. Facilities for handling the emigrants, 
for breaking them into the new life, colonies and 
land for development, even capital, all these are 
immediately available. Only the consent of Great 
Britain and the acquiescence of the land-rich 
Arabs are wanting. 

So it is. And so it will ever be. Other parts 
of the world may house homeless Jews. To other 
nations Jews may emigrate and settle and pros- 


per. But in Palestine will always be the Jewish 
homeland, the seat of all future Jewish inspira- 
tion, culture and hundreds of thousands of pop- 
ulation. For a short while Jews may lose sight 
of the inevitability of their return to Palestine. 
But for only a short time and even this in lesser 
degree as the years add on.

lands of doubtful title, lands of uncertain capa- 
city for colonization and resettlement. We lift 
up our voice in most solemn protest against any 
and every thought of settling Jews in the Ger- 
man colonies of yesterday. Having lived under 
the blight and burden of the Swastika, no Jew 
must ever again be compelled to touch soil over 
which the German flag has been lifted up. More- 
over, we Jews do not believe in reprisal or in 
vindictiveness. We do not wish even the Ger- 
man people to believe that we desire to possess 
ourselves of lands of which they have by war 
been dispossessed. Moreover, any Jewish occu- 
pied one-time German colony would become, that 
is, its destruction, would become the supreme 
objective of Germany. We would have Jews live 
anywhere outside of the Nazi Reich, live under 
almost any conditions, but we will never give 
approval or sanction to any plan which dooms 
Jews to live again in a land defiled up to the 
days of peace by that government which has 
sought to destroy them. I would rather have my 
fellow-Jews die in Germany than live somehow, 
anyhow, in lands which bear the imprint of yes- 
terday’s occupation by Germany, in lands which 
may tomorrow be yielded back by England and 
France to Germany. 

If England wishes to help German Jews to 
live, it can admit Jewish children into England. 
It will take such action as the President of the 
United States has taken with regard to tempo- 
rary resident of German refugees. It will co- 
operate genuinely with the Intergovernmental 
Committee for Refugees, under the leadership in 
part of two great Americans, Ambassador Myron 
Taylor and Director General George Rublee, in 
establishing temporary, transient homes or hos- 
tels for Jews of Germany, tens of thousands of 
them pending their ultimate distribution among 
the lands, the provinces, the dominions, nations 
and continents in which they will ultimately be 
integrated. But the one great, indeed supreme, 
service that England can render the Jewish peo- 
ple, the whole Jewish people, not merely Ger- 
man Jews, is at once, without a moment’s delay, 
to grant the request of the Jewish population of 
Palestine that they be permitted to welcome ten 
thousand Jewish children out of Germany, anoth- 
er ten thousand Jewish adolescents, another 
eight or ten thousand relatives in German lands. 
In one word, England can do most today for 
German Jews by opening wide the doors of Pal- 


estine.

Dr. Samuel Margoshes Says Jews Must Mobil- 
ize To Take Action In Present Emergency At 
Congress Meeting.—Our present problem, vast 
beyond the dreams of former generations, im- 
poses upon us the duty of co-ordinating the pol- 
icy-making and the instrumentality-owning Jew- 
ish organizations in America. Jewish mass mi- 
gration cannot be regulated, financed, or handled 
in its mass and in individual aspects, unless the 
entirety of organized Jewish life in America is 
harnessed to this single purpose.

If the Jewish Pales- 
tine Pavilion were already open to 
visitors it would provide irrefut- 
able evidence that Palestine is the 
one place where a major part of 
the German Jewish refugee prob- 
lem can find an immediate, realis- 
tic and successful solution. 

The responsibility for realizing 
the immediate possibilities for the 
Jewish people in Palestine de- 
volves chiefly upon American 
Jews, the largest, strongest and 
freest Jewry in the world today. 
The whole of American Jewry can 
and should become the “Actions 
Committee of the Jewish People” 
to act on whatever opportunities 
for settlement in Palestine and 
elsewhere present themselves. Any 
Jew who would abstain from such 
action would be guilty of nothing 
less than treason against his peo- 
ple. The Jews of Palestine have 
set an example in heroism and in 
sacrifice which should shame Amer- 
ican Jews out of their complacency. 
‘Kofer Ha-am’ the redemption of 
the Jewish people, is the slogan 
which the Actions Committee has 
proclaimed to Jews everywhere. 

American Jewry must _ realize 
that the time for large scale and 
prompt action has arrived.
